Parishes strive to form, inform youth spiritually

SAN DIEGO — With the school year 
just around the corner, many parishes are 
preparing their religious education 
programs although many do not begin 
until October. 

An important part of this process is the 
pre-adolescent period, said Ginger 
Infantino, director of the diocesan Office

Christian life with Catholic values,’’ she 
added. 

Although each parish progam is 
different, all have a twofold goal: to 
provide information and_ provide 
formation, she explained. 

Ascension parish in  Tierrasanta, 
conducts its classes in homes of 
parishioners. Classes are arranged 
geographically and by age level, said Sue 
Paul, Ascension’s director of catechetical 
ministry. _ 

““We really like the home model. It 
gives the child a break from the classroom 
setting,’ said Paul. ‘‘I think people are 
very satisfied with it.’’ : 

Every six weeks, the students are 
brought together for a liturgical 
celebration ‘‘to build community and 
unity among (them),’’ she added. 

The catechists also meet every six 
weeks: to study curriculum and any 
changes that might occur. 

Paul also offers an inservice training 
program for the catechists consisting of 
various videotapes for each level of study. 

Although the Office of Catechetical 
Ministries does not work directly with 
youth, Infantino said, ‘‘We provide basic 
catechist courses for all levels (of teaching)

Major superiors elect Brother as leader

SAN DIEGO — Two religious 
Brothers will lead the Conference of 
Major Superiors of Men for the first time 
in the organization’s 32-year history. 

At CMSM’s 32nd annual assembly 
Aug. 10-14 at the University of San 
Diego, more than 170 leaders of men’s 
religious communities in the U.S. elected 
Marist Brother Sean Sammon, 40, of 
Watertown, Mass., as their leader for the 
next two years. 

Christian Brother Paul Hennessey of 
New York was elected vice president. 

The religious superiors approved three 
resolutions, encouraging CMSM 
agencies to support morally just 
immigration legislation, supporting peace 
efforts from a faith perspective between 
Israelis and Palestinians and reiterating 
the conference’s 1986 endorsement of the

California table grape boycott and Cesar 
Chavez’s fast, which the labor leader has 
now ended. 

The religious superiors, meeting under 
the theme ‘‘Refounding Religious Life: 
Roots in the Past, Seeds for the Future,”’ 
focused on recapturing the founding 
vision of their religious communities and 
orders and translating that vision to 
today’s world. 

Brother Sammon, provincial of the 
Poughkeepsie Province based in 
Watertown, Mass., told Southern Cross he 
thought one of the main issues the 
conference was struggling with was the 
identity of religious life. 

Since Vatican II, old structures have 
fallen apart, creating a time of transition, 
while religious communities are searching 
for a new identity in vibrantly living out 
their orders’ and communities’ 
apostolates in these modern times, he 
said. 

Thus what many people, especially 
those outside of religious life, see as 
demise in traditional values and way of 
life for religious is simply a transition. 

“Religious life doesn’t present a clear 
image to people as it once did.’? When 
things collapse it is normal to experience a 
period of darkness, as searching to rebuild 
continues, Brother Sammon said. 

One of the changes he sees in 
rebuilding a religious identity is 
collaboration. Religious have spent the 
last 20 years indicating to people that they 
are like everyone else,’’ and in so doing 
“‘the sense of our identity got lost.’’ 

One of the questions that needs to be 
addressed today is what makes religious 
life different, not better, from others in 
the church, Brother Sammon said. 

““A growing number of people are 
realizing that we have to bring the 
original vision of the founders of religious 
orders and communities to the 20th 
century, he said. 

During his two-year term, Brother 
Sammon said he would continue to focus 
on refounding and collaboration, themes 
of the last two meetings. 

Third Order Franciscan Father Roland 
Faley, executive director of the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men 
since Jan. 1, 1985, told Southern

Cross,‘‘We’re looking at the roots and 
bringing those roots into the 
contemporary world with the changes that 


may demand.”’ 


Father Faley, in his second and last 
three-year term, said ‘‘Religious should 
be on the cutting edge of the church, not 
part of the institution; looking at the times 
of the day’’ and applying the original 
intent and vision of the community to the 
needs and within the society of today. 

“‘Just continuing to run_ parishes, 


schools, and other institutions is good, 


but it is not what we were founded for,’’ 
he said. 

Brother Sammon mused, ‘‘If (religious 
life) is the radically living out of the 
Gospel,’’ then how is that done in the 
20th century and in keeping with the 


original intent and vision of the orders’ 
founding? 

Father Faley said CMSM’s focus on 
refounding also includes looking for those 
in the organization who can be refounders 
in their communities. 

Father Gerald Arbuckle, SM, a 
cultural anthropologist, described 
refounding persons to the delegates ‘‘as 
reformers’’ who discover or rediscover 
the power of the founding myth of 
religious life, creatively responding with 
mobility and flexibility to the needs of the 
church and its people. 

He urged superiors to be committed to 
refounding, discover refounding persons 
and position them strategically in the 
congregation.

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‘Christians’ 
on talk shows 


The furor attending the movie ‘“The Last Temptation of 
Christ’ unleashed on the airwaves and telephones of the 
nation probably the greatest ‘“‘kookie’’ Christian onslaught 
ever. By radio, TV and telephone, people calling 
themselves Christians bombarded the talk shows with their 
views. 

From Larry King and his national TV and radio shows 
daily down to the merest local talk show host, the harvest of 
trash, strange theology and downright nonsense has poured 
out from every corner of the country. 

The various interpretations of the Bible boggle the mind. 
The inventiveness and fantasy of so-called Christians has to 
be heard to be believed. Most of it has defied belief, andeven 
on the graveyard shift of talk shows around 3 a.m. each 
morning, the spate of words has not abated. 

Asatalk show junkie, my nights and days were filled with 
these strange and devious folk. All of them expert on Christ, 
in their own estimation, and unfortunately few of them 
knowing what they were talking about. The occasional 
knowledgeable Christian or Catholic viewpoint was sparse, 
such has been the welter of words. 

The callers ranged from the self-proclaimed Bible scholar 


to the outrageous nut. One caller, for instance, claimed he 


knew for certain that the Bible was written by William 
Shakespeare in the 16th century when Shakespeare was 46 
years old. He informed us that the words ‘‘shake’’ and 
“‘spear’’ appear in the 46th Psalm. And he is right; they do. 
There was another ‘‘expert’’ who claimed that Jesus not 
only saved Mary Magdalene from the stone-throwers, but 
“laying his hands on her he gave her back her virginity.” 
What this spate of opinions shows, at least to this 
onlooker, is that we have around us an appalling lack of true 


ki:owledge of Scripture. Fundamentalist and 
individualistic interpretations so prevalent are most 
frightening in their stupidities. 

Apart from the very few people who seemed to have a 
genuine and serious knowledge of theology and Scripture, 
for the most part the callers to the talk shows have shown 
every conceivable form of distortion imaginable. It has been 
a fundamentalist’s paradise. Few Catholic views were 
heard, and those that were covered a wide range, from 
acceptance of the movie to downright condemnation. 

One notable exchange was on Larry King’s CNN 
evening TV show when Mother Angelica (of Eternal Word 
Television Network) sparred with Jack Valenti, chairman 
ofthe Motion Picture Association. Mother Angelica several 
times told us that if we went to see the movie we would be 
sinning against the Holy Spirit. Valenti, himselfa Catholic, 
did not like the idea of tampering with the right of free 
speech, even if it meant Jesus being portrayed in a 
scandalous, fictional setting. 

On another discussion show — the McNeil-Lehrer 
Report — Mother Angelica (she seemed to make more 
appearances than George Bush at this time) told us that as a 
result of the movie the wicked state of California will fall into 
the ocean. She gave the warning as though she seriously 
meant it. 

And, ofcourse, there was Martin Scorsese, the director of 
the movie, on many talk shows. A born Catholic, one-time 
seminarian, now estranged from his faith, he had the quiet 
injured look of one who pretends he doesn’t know what all 
the fuss is about, but meanwhile logging in his mind the 


tremendous benefit to box office receipts the nationwide . 


protests would produce. 

In some ways it is of more concern that there are so many 
ill-informed and uninformed Christians out there in talk- 
show land than the fact that the movie bowdlerizes the life 
and passion of Christ. The damage the ill-informed must do 
is enormous, whereas the movie will soon fade. 

The publicity generated by the protests was reflected in 
the box office. When the movie was released in nine selected 
cities during the second weekend of August, all showings 
were sold out and nearly half a million dollars collected. 
Scorsese had something to smile about, as did Universal and 
MCA, parent companies of the movie. 

Should we now hold our breath while we await similar 
fictional movies on Abraham, Mohammed and Buddha?

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Parties’ conventions boring 


Comparisons, they say, are odious, but when one tries to 
compare the Democratic and Republican conventions this 
year, the only conclusion is that they were both boring. 
That’s right, B-O-R-I-N-G! 

If those of us who are political junkies found it so, our 
opinion was emphasized by the low TV ratings and the 
increase of video cassette rentals. 

Let’s hope that four years from now, both parties will 
learn how to streamline their conventions and the networks 
will find some way to make money besides running five 
commercials at a time. Incredibly, many of the same ads 
were shown on both programs. 

It would be difficult to say which speaker at the 
Republican convention was the dullest. The honors 
probably should be shared by Gov. Thomas Kean, Jeanne 
Kirkpatrick and the Rev. Pat Robertson, with some left to 
spare for the others. 

One of the best speakers was former President Gerald 
Ford. He comes through as such a sincere and decent man. 
Too bad his talk came at the end of a very boring evening. I 
wonder how many people were still tuned in. 

The high point of the whole convention was the 
acceptance speech by Vice President George Bush. It was so 
enthralling that it didn’t seem to take almost an hour. Hehas 
so much to say about his great vision of the USA. 

Was it too utopian? Is it a possible program? That’s what 
strained my credibility beyond the breaking point. He spoke 
movingly of-the great social needs in our country — the 
poor, the homeless, the jobless, the ill-educated and the like. 

However, all his promises not to raise taxes made me ask 
myself, ‘“Then how will he pay for all these expensive 
programs?”’ 

He endorsed the “‘star wars’’ concept, the Strategic 
Defense Initiative. By every account, he is talking about a 
multibillion or trillion dollar research program. Where will 
that money come from? Will he have to curtail all those

liberal social programs he endorsed? 

He did not address the question that disturbs me the most 
— the huge federal debt and the concomitant trade deficit. 
We are living in a ‘‘credit card economy,’”’ with more debt 
incurred in the past eight years than in all the generations 
since Washington. 

I thrilled to hear Bush make some pointed invitations to 
the Catholic voter, including his references to the Knights of 
Columbus and the Holy Name Societies. 

~ His forthright declaration in favor of the pro-life positions 
was truly inspirational. What he can do, in reality, leaves 
much to be desired. A poll of the GOP delegates showed that 
they were strictly, sharply divided on the question of a pro- 
life constitutional amendment, and the California delegates 
were strongly against it. 

He spoke of all those millions of jobs that average $22,000 
a year. Unfortunately, I know too many who have to 
struggle along on minimum wages. 

The choice of J. Danford Quayle for his running mate 
struck me as particularly weak. It is hard to trust aman who 
parts his name in the middle and has so little going for him 
that we can trust him to be a heartbeat away from the 
presidency. 

On a rueful, personal note, I heard that five men named 
Charles have been nominated for the vice presidency. None 
of them ever won. 

Oh well, I really never wanted to be the vice president. I 
never even asked to be a monsignor!

‘Not in my back yard!’ 


Recent attention has been given to the Nimby 
syndrome, which is an acronym which stands for ‘‘Not In 
My Back Yard’’ (see Time June 27, 1988, 44-45). 

Examples of the Nimby syndrome include community 
“battle cries’? against neighborhood foster homes for 
infants, drop-in centers for the emotionally disturbed, 
drug treatment centers and neighborhood AIDS hospices. 

Such community ‘‘services’’ as these are raising strong 
protests from communities throughout the country, as 
numerous people do not want such services in their own 
vicinity and neighborhoods, and this fact presents a 
critical, sensitive and surely painful ethical dilemma. 

As the Time article indicates, e.g., ‘“‘The problem 
remains: fewer and fewer communities acknowledge that 
they have any responsibility to share common, 
unpleasant burdens.’’ We are clearly in need of a public 
morality and ethic which assists us to see what we truly 
owe others. 

In 1986 the United States bishops issued a significant 
pastoral letter, ‘‘Economic Justice for All; Catholic Social 
Teaching and the U.S. Economy.”’ This letter presents 
significant ethical challenges for all Catholics to seriously 
consider when wrestling with the Nimby syndrome. 

The letter affirms the teaching of Vatican II’s 
“Pastoral Constitution of the Church in the Modern 
World”’: ‘‘the joys and hopes, the griefs and anxieties of 
the people of this age, especially those who are poor or in 
any way afflicted, these too are the joys and hopes, the 
griefs and anxieties of the followers of Christ.’’ 

The letter strongly affirms that our democracy 
demands a society in which all of us better protect the 
dignity and basic rights of all of our sisters and brothers 
who especially are poor and in need. This posture and 
focus certainly must challenge the Nimby syndrome. 

The letter supports the position that ‘“‘human dignity 
can be realized and protected only in community,’’ and 
this assertion challenges each of us to find ways to 


enhance a viable life together in our local communities, 
neighborhoods and vicinities. 

This letter, as well as the frequent assertions of Pope 
John Paul II, affirm that all of us have a special obligation 
to the poor and to the vulnerable. Both the Scriptures and 
church teaching challenge us that the justice of any society 
is tested by our treatment of the poor and the 
disenfranchised. 

The justice that was the sign of God’s covenant with 
Israel, e.g., was measured by how the poor and 
unprotected (the widow, the orphan and the stranger) 
were treated. The kingdom that Jesus proclaimed in His 
word and ministry excludes no one. 

We are told in Matthew’s Gospel that we will be judged 
according to how we respond to the hungry, the thirsty, 
the naked and the stranger. As followers of Christ, we are 
challenged to make a fundamental ‘‘option for the poor’’: 
to speak for the voiceless, to defend the defenseless, to 
assess the lifestyles, policies and social institutions in 
terms of their impact on the poor. 

As the bishops’ letter points out, ‘“This ‘option for the 
poor’ does not mean pitting one group against another, 
but rather, strengthening the whole community by 
assisting those who are most vulnerable.”’

PALA — Some 40 Native Americans 
from the Diocese of San Diego joined with 
Indians of 35 states and Canada at the 
49th annual Tekekwitha Conference held 
Aug. 10-14 at Montana State University, 
Bozeman. 

The conference included workshops, 
liturgies and activities for all age levels in 
celebration of their - ‘‘Indianness,’’ 
explained La Salette Father Richard 
Landry, pastor of the Barona, Viejas, 
Sycuan Indian Mission parish. 

Father Landry accompanied 27 
participants from the different 
reservations to the conference hoping it 
would give them ‘‘a greater awareness of 
the importance of their Indian heritage by 
meeting other tribes and sharing the 
traditions of their own tribe.’’ 

The goal, said Father Landry, was ‘‘to 
put them in touch with the importance of 


the Native. American tradition as an ~ 


integral part of the Catholic Church.’’ 

Eighteen Native Americans from the 
four missions in Pala also attended the 
named after 
Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha, the first 
Native American to be beatified. 

““The conference has the great power of 
drawing people together,’’ explained 
Sister Eucharista Marie Mitchell, SBS, 
who went with the Pala group. 

“Tt is a sign to all Indians that the 
church (Christ) is available to them and 
provides a sympathetic forum for them,”’ 
said Sister Mitchell, a Sister of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

Agreeing with Father Landry, Sister 
Mitchell noted the conference gives a 
significant voice to the Native American 
people, strengthens their identities as 
Indians and Catholics, and offers them an 
opportunity to share common experiences 
and expectations. 

Jacquelyn Scott, an eighth-grade 
student at Pala Indian Mission School, 
said, ‘‘Listening to the speakers made 
you feel proud of who you are. I learned 
to be open with others and myself.’’ 

Sixth-grader Sonya Ramirez agreed 
with Scott saying, ‘‘You get good feelings 
about yourself and you realize you are 
somebody.”’ * 

Although both young participants 
agreed the whole conference was great, 
the Pow Wow will be what they 
remember most.

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Black Catholic pro-lifers could affect election

WASHINGTON — Many pro-life 
leaders have said the abortion issue could 
be ‘‘the winning issue’”’ in the 1988 
elections. 

They have predicted that Democrats 
who voted for Ronald Reagan would vote 
for Vice President George Bush as his 
successor if the Republicans repeat their 
strong 1980 and 1984 plank against 
abortion in their 1988 platform. 

Among those Democrats could be 
many black voters because ‘‘the black 
pro-life community is just beginning to 
c-ganize and exercise its political clout,”’ 
according to Kay C. James, public affairs 
director for the National Right to Life 


Committee and president of Black 
Americans for Life. 

Archbishop Eugene A. Marino of 
Atlanta and other black Catholic leaders 
point out that reverence for life has been a 
traditional value, of African American 
culture. 

The archbishop in an interview said 
reverence for life has endured ‘‘through 
the horrors of slavery, the tragic breakup 
of families and generations of unequal 
status,’’ but that black Catholics, and 
Catholics in general, are not ‘‘as visible as 
they ought to be’’ on the issue. 

James said the challenge before Nov. 8 
for Black Americans for Life, with its 
4,000 members in 40 states, ‘‘is to take 
that overwhelming pro-life sentiment that 
already exists in the black community and 
translate it into social and_ political 


Father Lawrence Geoghan dies 


SAN DIEGO — Father Lawrence 
Geoghan, who was ordained for the 
Diocese of San Diego, died Aug. 14 at the 
Nazareth retirement home in Mission 
Valley. He was 69. 

Father Geoghan was born May 11, 
1919, in Brooklyn, N.Y. He was 
ordained in 1951 by Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy. 

He served as secretary to Auxiliary 
Bishop Richard Ackerman in San Diego. 
His parish asignments included St. 
Elizabeth parish in Julian and St. 
Anthony of Padua Church in Imperial. 
He later served as pastor of St. Joseph 
Church in Big Bear in the San 
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Bernardino county. 

When the Diocese of San Bernardino 
was created in 1978, Father Geoghan 
ministered in that diocese. 

He retired as pastor of St. Catherine 
Church in Temecula in 1980. 

A Mass of Christian Burial was 
concelebrated Aug. 18 by Bishop Phillip 
F. Straling of the San Bernardino diocese, 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez of 
San Diego and other priests of the two 
dioceses. The Rite of Committal took 
place at Haven of Rest Cemetery in 
Julian. 
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action.”’ 

Statistics from Black Americans for 
Life show that blacks have abortions at 
almost twice the rate of other races. Of the 
1.6 million abortions performed each year 
in the United States, 400,000 are 
performed on black women. 

The nation’s black Catholic bishops in 
a 1984 pastoral letter on evangelization 
said society’s and the black community’s 
acceptance of abortion as a common 
procedure and ‘‘even as a right’’ has 
eroded the black perspective on life and 
‘the mystery of its transmission and 
growth. 

‘*The loss :.. is a cultural and spiritual 
impoverishment for us as a people,’’ they 
wrote, adding that black’Catholics have a 
duty to reassert their traditional values of 
family and children. 

They also said that blacks plagued by 
economic problems ‘‘are too often 
encouraged to seek an abortion by the 
conventional wisdom of our society 
today.”’ 

Archbishop Marino said there are 
genocidal dimensions to the issue, but 


‘ 


also said abortion demonstrates ‘‘an 


attitude that we live in a throwaway 
society.’’ 

Blacks, Hispanics and the poor get 
thrown away in disproportionate 
numbers in this society,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
easier to help a girl with an abortion than 
help her through an unplanned 
pregnancy.”’ 

Black Catholic leaders also said many 
blacks have been reluctant to get involved 
in national pro-life activities, like the 
annual March for Life, because they see it 
as exclusive — a white, middle-class 
women’s concern. 

But Nellie Gray, head of the annual 
march, said the invitation to participate is 
“made to all pro-life Americans. We’re 
against the killing of innocent children, 
no matter who they are. I find it highly 
offensive that anyone dare suggest we 
segregate.” 

Jacqueline Wilson, executive director 
of the Office of Black Catholics for the 
Archdiocese of Washington, said many 
blacks prefer to keep the abortion issue a 
private matter within the family. 

But she said from her years as a

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Local Republicans agree with most party planks

WASHINGTON — The National 
Right to Life Committee and some local 
Republicans agree with many of the 
planks of the 1988 platform approved 


Aug. 16 at the Republican Party 
Convention. ‘ 

The NRLC praised both Vice 
President George Bush and the 


Republican platform for their opposition 
to abortion and their commitment to 
restoring legal protection to unborn 
children, the committee reported. 

Delegates to the Republican National 
Convention held Aug.15-18 in New 
Orleans called for a human life 
amendment and asked for protection of 
fetuses in all scientific research. 

Kay James, NRLC public affair 
director, praised the platform for its 
strong support for medical care to 
handicapped newborn infants and other: 
medically dependent and disabled 


persons. 


The platform rejected school-based 
clinics that provide abortion and birth 
control services or referrals and called for 
education about sexual abstinence as ‘‘the 
first line of defense’’ against teen-age 
pregnancies and transmission of the 
AIDS virus. ; 

The platform criticized the Abortion 
Rights Mobilization lawsuit attempting to 
remove the tax-exempt status of the 
Catholic Church. 

The platform also called for voluntary 
school prayer, tuition tax credits, 
adoption reform, welfare reform based on 
job programs, more tax relief for families 
and ‘‘toddler tax credits’’ for child care. 

The Republican Party pledged not to 
raise taxes, called for a federal death 
penalty, reaffirmed suppport for 
humanitarian and military aid for 
Nicaraguan contras and said there would 
be ‘‘no compromise”’ on the Strategic 
Defense Initiative. 

Carol Alessio, convention delegate 
from the 44th district and parishioner of 
St. Vincent de Paul parish, Mission 
Hillls, and Allan Giesen, parliamentarian 
of the local Central Republican 
Committee and parishioner of St. John 
parish, San Diego, told Southern Cross they 
agree with many of the platform planks. 

Alessio favors a constitutional 
amendment to overturn the 1973 
Supreme Court Roe vs. Wade decision 
which legalized abortion and opposes 
public funding for abortions. 

However, she also expressed opposition 
to government interference ‘‘in medical 
problems that pertain to women”’ and in 
the care of disabled infants. 

Giesen, on the other hand, advocates 
assurance of adequate care for 
handicapped children. ‘‘All of God’s 
children are deserving of respect and 
medical treatment,’’ he said. 

Alessio does not believe in having 
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scientific research performed on fetuses, 
except in cases of a ‘‘natural 
miscarriage.” 

She believes abstinence is the answer to 
teen-age pregnancies and sex education 
should be provided by the home. 
However, ‘‘when information doesn’t 
come from the family, the clinic is a better 
alternative than learning it on the street,”’ 


she said. 
Giesen favors establishing school-based 


schools, ‘‘many of whom do not provide 
quality education,’’ Alessio said. ; 

“The public education system needs a 
little competition, Giesen said. 

‘He and Alessio disagree on applying 
the federal death penalty. 

“‘We cannot oppose abortion and 
support the death penalty, Giesen said.

Giesen said capital punishment is 
justified only if a criminal is serving a life 


sentence without parole and _ has 
murdered a guard or inmate, thus 
proving to be beyond control and 


continuing to endanger the lives of others. 
_ According to Alessio, ‘‘anyone who has 
been touched by a repeat, violent killer 
believes the death penalty is a deterrent 
because that person can never kill again.”’ 
The two Republicans agree with the 
platform position supporting SDI. 


“U.S. research (in defense) brought 
the Soviets to the bargaining table,”’ 
Alessio said. ‘‘Intelligence sources 
confirm the Soviets have been working on 
their own defense system for many 
years.”’ 

Giesen said ‘‘the nuclear balance of 
terror no longer works. We need a 
defense system against other countries 
with atomic weapons,’’ such as India, 
Israel, Pakistan and South Africa. 

Although Alessio said she ‘‘would like 
to see all nuclear weapons eradicated,”’ 
she opposes a test ban. 

“‘We cannot weaken our military 
strength ... and cash in all our chips until 
we see how sincere the Russians are. 
Since the present administration has been 
in office, the Russians have not moved 
one inch into foreign territories.”’ 

But Giesen favors a test ban on all 
nuclear weapons through negotiated 
treaties such as the INF because ‘‘nuclear 
damage to the environment is irreversible 
for several generations.”’ 

Both Republicans support the platform 
commitment to continue supporting the 
Nicaraguan contras. 

‘*Those in our church who think we 
can negotitate with communists are 
fools,’’ Giesen said. 

Alessio said she does ‘‘not believe the 
communists should have a base on this 
continent.”’

To help people discover ‘‘the 
importance and quality of Catholic 
education,’’ Father Marcantonio said the 
Schools Office is in the process of hiring a 
development director. 

The development director would assist 
the 45 elementary schools and five high 
schools in’ the diocese with local 
development, helping schools locate 
resources and direction, he said. 

With the aid of a development director, 
diocesan schools will be able to allocate 
more funds for tuition assistance, he 
explained. 

It costs about $1,800 annually to 
educate a child in a diocesan elementary 
school, he said. The average tuition 
charged at local parochial schools is 
$1,100. Schools currently recoup the 
difference through various fund-raising 
activities, he added. 

Although schools in the diocese have 
experienced a decreased enrollment in the 
last three years, Father Marcantonio 
believes enrollment will level off this year. 


While cost is one reason for the 
decrease in enrollment, Father 
Marcantonio said ‘‘the shift in 


demographics in San Diego County is 
impacting schools more than everything 
else.’? Children have grown up and 
moved to other areas of the county, 
especially the North County, he said. 

Schools in neighborhoods with an older 
population have experienced the greatest 
drop in enrollment, he explained. ‘“This 
doesn’t mean these schools have to close. 
It means we have to develop creative ways 
to draw children into these schools.”’ 

He noted that ‘‘some schools are even 
on the upswing”’ in enrollment, citing St. 
Rita School, San Diego, which added 30 
students last year.

Local educators report new 
classes, renovated facilities

SAN DIEGO — As the summer months come to a 
close, the five Catholic high schools in the diocese prepare 
for the new school year. According to local educators, 
classes have been added, buildings reconstructed and the 
quality of Catholic education improved. 

University of San Diego High School in Linda Vista is 
the largest of the five schools. It has 1,270 students, which 
which is above capacity. 

After adding one teacher and four classrooms, the 
school cannot expand any more, said Brother Michael 
Wallgren, principal. 

Although USDHS does recruit from the local schools, it 
is not really necessary. ‘‘We’re a magnet school. We 
emphasize academics, reasonable discipline and a solid 
religious education,”’ said Brother Wallgren. 

Within the last two years, five new programs have been 


- added to strengthen the curriculum, he said. 


Campus ministry has become an integral part of the 
school community “‘getting students involved in religious 
activities in school, individually in their own parish and 
through community service,”’ 

The humanities department, which includes social 
studies, history, English and religion, has coordinated 
activities to stress their interrelationship. 

Community service outreach expanded to the elderly, 
the poor, the developmentally disabled, Tijuana and the 
St. Vincent de Paul Center. 

All freshmen, sophomores and juniors now take a 
computer class because ‘‘students need to be familiar with 
computers today,’’ said Brother Wallgren. 

For students with learning disabilities or motivational 
problems, a learning center was established, he said. 

Unlike USHDS, St. Augustine High School in North 
Park, has experienced a slight decrease in enrollment, 
said principal Father John Sanders, OSA, attributing the 
loss to a smaller grade-school population. 

Father Bob Gavotto, OSA, director of recruitment, 
said the outreach program will become more aggressive 
than the usual open house and campus visits. 

Neighborhood meetings will be held in the homes of 
current students for interested parents and prospective 
students. ; 

‘*Parents are the prime marketeers of any school. They 
have credibility,’’ explained Father Gavotto. 

In an effort to attract students, retain the present ones 
and improve the school, some modifications have taken 
place at the all-boys school. 

Physical education facilities have been renovated, a 
new football coach hired, the chemistry and physics 
laboratory reconstructed and administration offices have 
been moved. However, fancy buildings and new 
microscopes do not make the school, Father Sanders 
pointed out. ‘“The best Catholic schools are those that are 
communities of faith,’’ he said. 

“High school students today have a much greater 
desire for community — they’re more service-oriented, 
have greater trust, are more serene and more secure. 
'They’re concerned with their fellow human beings,’’ said 
Father Sanders.

New electives have been added to the religious eduation 
program and more spiritual activities will be encouraged, 
including participation in the junior and senior retreats 
and a Christian service program requiring 48 hours of 
community service to graduate, said Koehler. 

The athletic department has expanded its girls’ and 
boys’ programs, he added. 

Most notably, the school now has a cafeteria, a

JULIAN — Whispering Winds 
Christian Conference Center is alive with 
signs and symbols showing that the 
161-acre site is becoming a source of 
spiritual enrichment and recreation for 
people of all ages and faiths. 

The $7 million project will include 19 
quadruplex cabins, a conference center, 
chapel, swimming pool, lake and pond, 
said Don Kojis, executive director of the 
non-profit corporation which operates the 
San Diego family camp. 

Bronze plaques on the doors of the four 
units in the first nearly completed 
quadruplex bear the names of the donors 
who financed each unit: All Hallows, St. 
Vincent de Paul and Our Lady of Grace 
churches and the University of San 
Diego. 

A large photo of the iate Msgr. Thomas 
Moloney hangs near the entrance of the 
unit sponsored by Our Lady of Grace 
Church. 

The picture shows the pastor holding a 
baby he baptized in the church three days 
before his death, according to parishioner 
Harold Broding. During Masses that 
same Sunday Msgr. Moloney had invited 
the assembly to hear a presentation on 
Whispering Winds, Broding said. 

The design and furnishings in the two- 
level cabin promise to accommodate a 
variety of ages and sizes of groups. 

The lower level has a motel-like decor, 


with beds, dressers, table, chairs, built-in 
shelves, closet and bathroom facilities. 
Unfinished cedar walls and banister to the 
loft add a rustic appearance. 

Other temporary buildings are used to 
host a variety of gatherings. A roofed, 
unwalled meeting hall and dining hall are 
used for conferences and meals. 

From the meeting hall, conference 
participants view the evergreen-carpeted 
Cuyamaca Mountains which seem to 
illustrate the lyrics of ‘‘How Great Thou 
Art,’’ hand-carved on a large wooden 
hanging on another wall. The hanging 
was made by Vernon Povet of St. Vincent 
de Paul parish, San Diego. 

“Tt’s like being on a mountain with the 
Lord,’’ said Rudy Regalado, associate 
executive director of the center. ‘‘When 
we get together, we leave the worries and 
problems of San Diego behind’’ to enjoy 
“‘a positive, uplifting atmosphere.”’ 

Guests can keep a reminder of that 
atmosphere by purchasing a T-shirt with 
the Whispering Winds logo, a white cross 
inside an evergreen tree. 

Other facilities include a temporary 
kitchen made from two trailers, a mobile 
home used for supplies and three donated 
trailers which can lodge participants, 
Kojjis said. 

Symbols of the broad-based support for 
the camp are scattered throughout its 
wooded acreage. Some 400 triangular 
bronze plaques flash in the sun’s rays, 
showing the inscriptions specified by each 
donor, said Marge O’Neill,

‘Both the kids and parents benefit. 
They'll be getting more without a 
decrease in quality,’’ he said. 

Like Saints, Marian High School 
attributes its slight decrease in enrollment 
to the small numbers in elementary school 
and to cultural and environmental 
factors. 

However, even with tuition assistance, 
many children in the area would still not 
be able to attend the high school, noted 
Ramos. 

““Marian services the South Bay area 
and a growing number of Hispanics. We 
need to survive to provide a value- 


_ oriented and structured education (for 


those who can attend). These kids will be 
the leaders of our community,’’ said 
Ramos. 

Of the five high schools, the Academy 
of Our Lady of Peace in Normal Heights, 
is the oldest, established in 1882 by the 
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Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet.- 

Sister Joyce Hampel, CSJ, vice 
principal, said the goal of OLP is to 
provide girls with strong values, 
leadership and faith because women are 
now important members of the work 
force. 

“*T think education is the main way we 
influence our upcoming generations. We 
will always work to pass on tradition. 
Even though the shape of education may 
change (in the future), the need will still 
be there,”’ she said. 

A new computer, the CD-ROM, has 
been installed at the OLP library — a sign 
of the changing times. The laser disc will 
replace the Readers’ Guide to Periodical 
Literature. OLP is the first school library 
in San Diego to have this service, said 
Sister Hampel. 

The science department also received a 
new computer which will allow for data 
collection and laboratory simulation, she 
added.

administrative coordinator. 

Similar plaques on a tree and on a pole 
in the meeting hall give the name of each 
conference speaker inscribed under the 
words, ‘To the-Glory of God.”’ 

The camp has hosted an increasing 
number of conferences since 1985. This 
summer’s slate opened with an adult 
conference given Aug. 12-14 by Father 
John Tickle of Las Cruces, N.M. Father 
Steve Gibson of the Univerty of Notre 
Dame addressed high school youth, Aug. 
19-21. 

Rev. Bob Kraning, director of Forest 
Home Christian Conference Center in 
the San Bernardino Mountains, will 
conduct a second adult conference Sept. 
16-18. 

Other gatherings at Whispering 
Winds include outdoor Masses, retreats, 
open house events and picnics, O’Neill 
explained. 

Kojis gives visitors a tour of the 
periphery of the camp in a van which 
bumps along the road once overgrown 
with oaks, pines and cedar trees and 
manzanita bushes. He points to 
improvements made on the land during 
the past four years: clearing the land, 
bulldozing the road, digging two wells, 
installing telephones and setting up a 
basketball and volleyball court. 
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And he explains the next steps needed 
to convert the wooded region into a 
modern conference center. These include 
installing another water system and lights 
at the entrance to the property; 
constructing four more quadruplex 
cabins, a pond and lake; paving the road 
inside the camp and obtaining a major 
use permit. 

Donations are being received to 
construct two sets of outdoor Stations of 
the Cross, one with easy access. Both 
paths will meet at the top with a station 
for the Resurrection in memory of the late 
Dr. Jerry Tisi, O’Neill said. 

Some 11 years ago, Tisi and his wife, 
Anne, together with Don and Maureen 
Kojis and their families, attended a 
Protestant -family camp in the San 
Bernardino Mountains and asked why 
Catholics didn’t have such a facility, 
Kojis recalled.

JULIAN — Father John Tickle, a 
noted religious educator, challenged 
participants at a recent weekend 
conference to be instruments in God’s 


work of bringing ‘‘divinity’’ into the. 


human condition. 

Using the Gospel of Matthew as a 
springboard for this theme, he addressed 
some 75 adults Aug. 12-14 at Whispering 
Winds Christian Conference Center near 
Julian. 

Father Tickle, a frequent speaker, is a 
member of the campus ministry team at 
New Mexico State University in Las 
Cruces, N.M., and former director of 
religious education in the diocese of El 
Paso, Texas. 

Catholics should see the Mass as a 
‘‘day-in-day-out process of enriching 
their lives with Jesus so as to enrich the 
lives of others,’’ he said. This means 
helping needy people, as Jesus did, 
instead of turning them over to 
government agencies. 

Donating used clothing and supporting 


_ charitable projects financially does not 


fulfill a Christian’s responsibility to 


powerless people, he said. 

The priest called for direct involvement 
with the poor by working in projects such 
as soup kitchens and telling troubled 
people ‘‘how your faith in Jesus is the 
solution for you’’ and can also be for 
them. ‘‘That’s how divinity comes down

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and mixes with humanity,’’ he said. 
However, he cautioned against ‘‘doing 
volunteer work to chalk up a certain 
number of hours.”’ : 
“‘We will not gain salvation on our 
knowledge of the Baltimore Catechism’’ 
. but by ‘“‘getting out the (Gospel) 


‘message to every man, woman and child 


and keeping the Beatitudes,’’ he 
continued. 

Affluent people, pursuing the 
American dream of security, power and 
prestige, are not Christianizing society, 
Father Tickle charged, as these values can 
“‘keep us from being messengers of God’s 
love and compassion.”’ 


However, striving for ‘‘economic 


“security is okay if {t doesn’t come at the 


expense of others with no security,’’ he 
added. ° 

Father Tickle exhorted his audience to 
who rejected Satan’s 
temptations in the desert to change stones 
into bread, throw himself from the temple 
and take possession of the kingdoms of the 
world — symbols of security, power and 
prestige — in return for Christ’s homage. 

The priest cited models of people free 
from enslavement to security: a Moslem 
woman who shared a bowl of rice from 
Mother Teresa with a Hindu neighbor, 
and a college graduate who turned down a 
$24,000-a-year position to study for the 
priesthood. _ 


Parents’ quest for security is often 


"motivated by wanting what is best for 


their children, Father Tickle said. ‘‘What 
is best is the unbelievable peace that 
comes from loving Jesus Christ.’’ 

In: order to change materialistic 
attitudes to gospel-oriented ones, people 
must change their behavior, he said. 
‘‘Feelings are neither good nor bad, but 
the way we express them’’ makes the 
difference. ‘‘Act loving and patient, 
regardless of how you feel. ... When you 
feel selfish, help others.”’ 

Contrasting ‘‘fake notions’? about 
religious conferences with their real 
purpose, the priest said some participants 
mistakenly regard these gatherings as 
escapes from everyday events and sources 
of ‘‘warm and glowing feelings,’’ rather 
than as a help to evaluate their responses 
to the needs of society and “‘make tough 
decisions about behavioral changes.”’ 

Vic Elarde of St. Therese parish, San 
Diego, who attended the conference with 
his wife, Jean, told Southern Cross that 
Father Tickle ‘‘forces you to look beyond 
what you are currently doing for Jesus. 
He’s saying, ‘You’re not doing enough 
for Jesus.’ He’s right.”’ 

Beverly Vukojevich of St. Eliabeth 
Church, Julian, said she was impressed 
when Father Tickle urged the group to 
imitate the young child who prayed, 
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today?’ ”’ 

Ray Padilla, a student at New Mexico 
State University who works with Father 
Tickle in his outreach ministry, also 
addressed the participants. 


what do you want to do 


Padilla said many young people, whose 
problems are monumental to them, feel 
left out of the church where they receive 
rules of conduct instead of the 
understanding they need from people who 
will listen to them.

camp. All felt the need for a similar 
Catholic camp so Catholics could have a 
support group in their own faith. 

Kojis said he obtained the approval of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher who suggested it be 
a lay-sponsored project. 

Unexpected signs began to confirm the 
men’s resolve. After scouting the Julian 
area for a suitable site, they were told of 
property that was part of an old ranch. 

The owner originally asked $1.5 
million but later offered it for $800,000, 
due to a recent religious experience in his 
daughter’s life. Kojis recalled the man 
saying, ‘‘ ‘I believe the Lord wants that 
camp built and built on this property.’ ”’ 

A non-profit corporation was 
established and christened Whispering 
Winds, inspired by Kings 19:11-13, 
which refers to God’s presence in “‘the 
whisper of a gentle wind.”’ 

Events continued to remind the 
founders ‘‘the Lord was watching over 
Whispering Winds,’’ Kojis said. When 
monthly payments of $9,000 on the 
property could not be paid, the owner

Film opens locally 
to protestors, curious

MISSION VALLEY — The 
controversial movie ‘‘The Last 
Temptation of Christ,’? opened in San 
Diego Aug 19 and was greeted by dozens 
of protestors outside the AMC Fashion 
Valley 4 Theater, where it is showing. 

The curious have turned out in force to 
see the film. Some heckling and arguing 
ensued between the moviegoers and the 
protestors. 

Dan E. Pitre, communications director 
for the Diocese of San Diego, said, ‘‘As 
Bishop Anthony Bosco, chairman of the 
U.S. bishops’ Communication 
Committee, has pointed out, ‘overt 
protests’ will only ‘encourage the curious 
to see’ the film. 

“This low-budget movie grossed more 
than $400,000 at the box office in its first 
weekend, and I have to believe that is 
mainly due to all the public attention 
overt protestors have drawn to the film,”’ 
Pitre said. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher agreed with 
Bishop Bosco that the movie’s ‘‘O”? — 
morally objectionable — rating by the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Department of 
Communication meant “‘it is unworthy of 
patronage by any age group.”’ 

In addition to San Diego, the film 
‘opened in seven other cities Aug. 19. It 
debuted Aug. 12 in nine North American 
cities. 

Bishops across the country are urging a 
quiet boycott by not seeing the film and 
quietly encouraging others not to see it as 
well, 

Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles said the best way to stop the film 
is ‘‘simply to stay home and not go see 
ites

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The book is a work of apologetics with 
a difference. Most apologists have 
defended Catholicism without necessarily 
responding to specific criticisms. Keating 
has chosen to address specific charges 
made by today’s leading anti-Catholic 
polemicists. 

He lets them speak for themselves by 
quoting liberally from their writings, 
allowing them to explain what they 
believe Catholic teaching to be. He then 
refutes their arguments point by point, 
using the Bible, history, the writings of 
the church fathers and doctors, other 
apologetic works and documents from 
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various councils. He untangles the 
distortions, in the process setting forth 
correct, orthodox Catholic teaching. 

Keating carefully presents all positions 
accurately — he is not attempting to set 
up easily knocked over straw dogs. As he 
says early on, ‘‘We all like a good 
argument ... but we insist on fair play.’’ 
And fair he is. He doesn’t ridicule, bait, 
or take cheap shots. He gives each 
opponent a full hearing, and does so with 
grace and humor. 

The book is not encyclopedic, but does 
cover many topics, including Biblical 
inspiration, doctrinal development, 
salvation, purgatory, the papacy, 
infallibility, the Eucharist and Marian 
beliefs. 

Keating, who lives in San Diego, is also 
the founder of Catholic Answers, Inc.

catechist she believes people need to talk 
about it openly and the church needs to 
educate its people more thoroughly about 
sex education and morality. 

“Too many people do not fully 
understand what the church teaches about 
abortion, the dignity of every human 
being and the right to life,’’ she said. 


Clarence Pollard, a law student at 
Indiana University, Bloomington, Ind., 
and law clerk at the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission in Washington, said blacks 
often don’t see abortion’s ‘‘connection to 
civil rights.”’ 


Making it clear he was speaking for 
himself and not the commission, Pollard 
also said that what also puts blacks off 
from pro-life activities is that they 
consider many of the movement’s leaders 
— such as Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C. — 
“‘ex-segregationists.”’ 

Helms often has been a main speaker at 
the March for Life, 


Pollard, a member of Black Americans 


for Life, said that ‘‘a lot of blacks are so . 


angry they refuse on principle to become 
involved and continue to be victimized ... 
We’ve missed an opportunity to grab the 
moral high ground on abortion.’’
